couver. 

The big all-metal ‘plane carried 
five passengers on the pioneer 
flight from here and four more will 
be picked up at Kelowna, B.C., first | 
stop in the cross-the-mountain hop. 
They expect to be in Vancouver 
within five hours A Vancouver 
flier made the first solo flight in 
1919, taking 16 hours, 

The passengers were: Gil Mc- 
Laren, a pilot who flew 25,000 miles 
during the past season in the north- 
ern British Columbia mining fields: 
Robert Wilkinson and Hughes Wil- 
kinson, his son, and Mrs. J. J. 
O'Connor and daughter, all of Cal- 
gary. Stan Green, aero-mechanic, 
accompanied Pilot McConachie. 

It was planned to follow a direct) 
“compass course” over the moun: | 
tains. Early morning weather re- 
ports were favorable. 

Flight Lieut. E. C. Hoy, flying a 
war-time “Jenny,” was the first air- 
man to cross the mountains. He left} 
Vancouver at dawn, August 8, 1919, 
and landed here by the light of gas} 
flares. He made several stops en 
route. 

In 1930, Flight Lieut. W. 
Jedge, of Calgary, with an observer, 
covered the same route in four 
hours and 15 minutes.

The veterans have set as their ob- 


jective an association comprising 
together 


250,000 men, banded in 
the same units with which they 
served overseas. Provincial com- 


mittees will deal with such matters 
as finance, legal, organization, par- 
ades, unemployment and welfare 
pensions and next year’s pilgrimage 
to Vimy. 


In an enunciation of general 
policy, leaders of the projected new 
Canadian Corps Associaticn claim 
the combined influence of the 
quarter-million corps veterans is 
needed to solve problems “which 
are hindered by the antagonistic at- 


titude of political parties toward 
each other and by the wasteful ex- 
travagance engendered by too much 


government and too many govern- 


ments.”

Some Helps In Gaining

The underweight patient usually exhibits « 
lack of endurance, the blood pressure may be 
low, he may have secondary anemia, and the 
posture is such that the shoulders are humped 


over, the lower abdomen protrudes and the 
chest is cramped. The patient may be easily 
irritated and small strains 


upset him. 

When the underweight is 
the result of disease the 
treatment should be directed 
to correcting the disease pro- 
cess. However, before a satis-

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Our Wheat Position Versus Our 
Wheat Gamble 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 

In Maclean's magazine there is an interesting argument be- 

tween Mr. Floyd S. Chalmers and Mr. John I. McFarland about 

Canada’s policy in the marketing of wheat. The argument is 
inconclusive because both are wrong. 


The hard truth is that no agricultural product can be sold for 
cash only on the basis of getting a price which will pay the pro- 
ducer an amount equal to the cost of production from a buyer in 
a foreign land. 


Once you decide, as a matter of policy in international trade, 
to sell agricultural products for cash only, you have to take what- 
ever amount of cash the buyer is willing to pay. Otherwise there 
is no salé, From this position the buyer can only be moved by 
war or famine; and as to famine in a lesser degree than by war 
because you can let civilians go underfed, but you have to feed 
soldiers. 


The East India Company had a monopoly of trade with India 
for many years. The people of India had, and still have, plenty 
of gold, silver, and precious stones, but the East India Company 
even with the powers of an armed monopoly, could not sell British 
Products in India on a cash basis. It was necessary to buy the 
products of India in order to sell the British products. What an 
armed rmonopoly could not do, the Canadian Wheat Farmer has no 
chance of doing. 


Ve must forget about selling for cash and invoke the spirit of 
trade, or go out of the wheat growing industry. 


The only road which can be blasted into foreign markets Icads 
through our own local Bankruptcy courts; in order to sell their 
products our producers must go broke, when a one-way cash 
trade is the only method allowed. 


There is no room for argument; the prices obtained since the 
high tariffs went on in 1930 tell the story. 


Our high tariff friends complain about the low wage standards 
in foreign lands; but forget to mention that Canada is paying her 
farmers something less than nothing at all. The truth is that to 
fell abroad for cash only a substantial proportion of Canada’s 
population must work for less than nothing, and another sub- 
stantial proportion not work at all. The regrettable fact that peo- 
ple in foreign countries do not get enough wages does not put 
anything on the dining table of Canadian families who are not 
getting any wages at all. Our urgent duty is to feed our own 
people, and we can only do this on an efficient basis by getting 
onto a basis of friendly reciprocal trade with the whole world. 


This can be done on a world basis by offering a fifty per cent. 
tariff besis up to the value of Canadian products and exports pur- 
chased; or on a more restricted basis by offering any selected 
nation free entry of its peculiarly excelling products in return for 
free entry of Canadian agricultural products. 


The theory of selling for cash to other nations and doing our 
buying at home has been thoroughly and permanently proved to 
be unworkable. We should celebrate the King’s Jubilee by putting 
all our people back on a three meals a day basis by trading on a 
basis of reciprocity, world-wide and without any discriminations 
or sidegrabs. There is no other answer.
